funds. The president of the bank, 
the president of the bonding com- 
pany that had borne the brunt in 


paying the losses to depositors, of-/| 


ficials and stockholders of the bank. 
who had personally contributed to 
cover his peculations all joined in 
pleading for the court’s leniency. 
And Judge John B. Hutcheson, of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, heard 


‘thelr plea and gave Batchellor the 


minimum penajty for his crime— 
two years in the penitentiary. 
Bids Wife Farewell. 

“Thank you, judge: I'll serve it.” 
said the former banker, and he im- 
mediately turned to bid farewell to 
his wife, his son and a score of 
friends who had journéy from Pal- 
metto to Fairburn to lend their in- 
fluence to making his stay in prison 
as brief as possible. 

The denoument in the Batchellor 
case came unexpectedly. Court was 
preparing to recess for_the day and 
the jury had been dismissed when 
Solicitor General Brand informed 
the court that he had been told 
that Brand wished to enter a plea 
of guilty.

When she complained to the 
company on one occasion as to poor 
gas, she said, she was told that it 
was because at that time of the 
day\nearly everyone else was using 
gas for cooking purposes, and that 
she would find the gas better if she / 
would wait until some other hour to 
prepare her meals. 

Attacks Power Company. 

Mayor Key, in a denunciation of 
the policies of the power™-and gas 
companies, charged that the railroad 
commission is “in league” with the 
corporation, “while in a neighbor- 
ing state the public utilities com- 
mission has reduced the gas rate 
of one of its cities from $1.70 to 
$1.35." He had reference to the 
decrease in gas rates in Memphis. 

In answer to a question from a 
member as to whether the city, in 
the event it should acquire the gas 
company, would have to buy it at 
the amount of its present capitali- 
zation, the mayor replied that the 
city would only pay for visible as- 
sets, and that no “watered stock” 
would be bought. 

“The corporation has recapitalis- 
ed and recapitalized until it has a 
house of cards that is now about 
ready to topple over,” he said.

Semi-Official Announce- 
ment Says He Will Not 
Be in Cabinet, But Will 
Be Governor of Islands.

Washington, February 16.—Major 
General Leonard Wood. who was 
one of the three leading competitors 
for the republican nomination for 
president at Chicago last June, will 
be offered the governor generalship 
of the Philippine islands by Presi- 
dent Harding. He will not only be 
urged to aceept as a-.service to the 
republican party. but personally 
urged by the president in ‘the inter- 
est of the early independence of 
those people. which is a pressing 
issue at this time, and to which Mr. 
Harding has given a great deal of 
serious thought. 

The incoming administration is 
practically committed to Philippine 
independence, not immediately. but 
as soon as a new governor gener- 
al can, with the aid of the existing 
Philippine jlocal government agen- 
cles, properly build the substantia!

The speech by Senator Moses 
against the emergency bill was fill- 
ed with a series of caustic shots at 
his republican colleagues. He de- 
clared that every serator knew that

it was “unscientific and designed 
to fool the farmer rather than aid 
him,” The New Hampshire senator 
also assaulted supporters of the bill 
for having offered no defense for 
its provisions, and declared that 
only two speeches’ had been made 


in favor of the bill in the fifty-six, 


days it has been" in the senate’s 
possession. 
Is Indefensible. : 

“Nobody can defend it for it is 
indefensible,”’ asserted Senator 
Moses. “The republican party can- 
not go before the country with 
such a measure. It can only give 
to President Wilson, who was so 
thoroughly repudiated in November, 
an opportunity to excoriate the re- 
publican party, and, believe me, he 
will do it when this things gets to 
him. | 

“Why, this bill is lopsided; it’s 
blind and it’s deaf, and it has the 
rickets! “It’s a combination be- 
tween the rice paddies, the cane- 
brakes, the cattle ranges, the sheep 


runs and the wheat ffelds; and how 
I can support it, even though I am 
for protection through and through, 
I know not.” 

In announcing that he would op- 
pose the bill, Senator Moses offered 
as a substitute the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff of 1909. He declared it far 
better than the emergency measure, 
but a roll call recorded only the 
sponsor of the substitute and an-, 
other senator as favoring it. 

Senator Edge told the senate it 
was “driving at high speed in the 
wrong direction’ in passing the bill, 
saying he had not been s0 much 
opposed to the proposition as it was 
sent over from. the house, but that 
amendvrents by the senate finance 
committee and the senate had put 
it out of the class of emergency 
legislation. In its broadened scope, 
Mr. Edge asserted, the measure was 
nothing less than an invitation for 
other nations to begin retaliation. 

Democratie Attack. 

In addition to the bombardment 
of the two republican senators, the 
8-hour session produced a continu- 
ous fusillade on the measure from 
the democrats, starting with Sena- 
tor Reed, Missouri, who attacked 
democratic supporters, and includ- 
ing speeches by Senators Simmins, 
North Carolina: Harrison, Mississip- 
pi; Thomas, Colorado, and Walsh of 
Montana. 

Senator McCumber, republican, 
North Dakota, a leading proponent 
who had remained in his seat 
throughout .much of the oratory, 
drove mainly at the position taken 
by Mr. Moses, declaring that the 
New Hampshire senator was “per- 
fectly willing to stack protection 
upon protection for his New Eng- 
land folk, but was unwilling to 


i share the benefits with the farmers 


feeding the world.” : 

“T am tired of such discrimina- 
tion.” he shouted heatedly. “The 
time has come when a protective 
tariff will do something for the 
agricultural classes, and I am, here 
to see that they get it notwithstand- 
ing thé charges thrown into my 
face by the New Hampshire sena- 
tor.” 

Senator McCumber’s speech was 
followed by rapid disposition of the 
finance committee amendments, all 
of which were accepted. Consid- 
eration of amendments, introduced 
by individual senators, brought the 
first signs of a determination by 
the republican supporters to keep 
the measure within the bounds set 
by the committee. The odge 
changes on the wool schedules were 
the first to be thrown down, but 
a roll call was necessary. The oth- 
ers were discarded by vive voce 
yotes.

Washington, February 16.—The 
women of America wrote the final 
chapter in the history of their 
struggle for the ballot Tuesday 
When the memoria] statue of the 
three great suffrage pioneers—Su- 
can B. Anthony, Elizabeth C. Stan- 
ton and Lucretia Mott—was formal- 
ly installed in the capitol rotunda. 
Delegates representing every state 
in the union and more than fifty 
national women’s organizations par- 
ticipated in ceremonies attending 
the presentation of the statue and 
its formal acceptance by Speaker 
Gillett, of the house. 

Delivering the presentation ad- 
dress after the ceremonies had been 
opened by Miss Jane Addams, of 
Chicago, as presiding officer, Mrs. 
Sara Bard Feld, of San Francisco, 
declared the memorial statue was 
presented to the nation not merely 
as the “bust of three womeén who 
have fought the good fight,” but as 
an offering of the “body and blood 
of a. great sacrificial hogt,” who 
struggled with and after them to 
achieve the cause now won.

BRYAN OUTLINES 
IDEAS OF REORGANIZATION, 


Lincoln, Neb., February 16.—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, through his 
brother, Charles Bryan, ‘here to- 
night issued a s.atement outlining 
his suggestion for a national. legis- 
lative program for the proposed re- 
organized democratic party. The 
program, the statement says, is in- 


tended to bring about a world 
peace, curb the profiteer, prevent 
extravagance and waste in the ad- 
ministration of governmental af- 
fairs and to restore “people's rule.” 

In his statement accompanying 
the proposed platform, the former 
secretary of state says: “The party 
cannot run with water that has 
passed over the dam. Neithér can 
tt be made a tail to anybody’s can- 
didacy. If the members have no 
higher purpose than to give some 
presidential candidate the inside 
track, it would be better not to get 
together. The party must take the 
people’s side of every question and 
purge the organization of the rep- 
resentatives of special interests so 
that the people will believe in the 
party’s sincerity.” 

Mr. Bryan’s proposed program 
cOntains twenty-two planks on na- 
tiona] subjects, including a refer- 
endum on war, disarmament by 
agreement with leading nations, na- 
tional primary law, limitation of 
the presidential term to six years 
with no re-election, and legislation 
opposed to profiteering, gambling 
in foodstuffs and military training. 

The Bryan national legislative 

rogram, which is ““‘intended to 

ring about world peace, curb the 

profiteer, pfevent extravagance and 
waste in the government, and re- 
store ,the rule of the people,” in- 
cludes: 

A league of nations or an associa- 
tion of nations providing for the ar- 
bitration of all disputes that can be 
arbitrated, and investigation of all 
others, each nation reserving the 
right to accept Or reject the find- 


ings. 

The United States should’ imme- 
diately endeavor to assemble repre- 
sentatives of the leading nations in 
a sincere effort to bring about dis- 
armament. 

A referendum on war should be 
held before the declaration, unless 
the country is invaded. 

The term of the president should 
be limited to one term of not more 
than six years. 

The constitution should be amend- 
ed to permit a majority of the sen- 
ate to ratify treaties, 

The Gemocratic party should 
Pledge itself to rid the nation of 
all profiteers. — 

Disputes between capital and la- 
bor should be settled by a board of 
conciliation. 

Gambling in foodstuffs should be 
prohibited by federal enactment. 

Federal] action should be taken to 
restore liberty bonds to par. 

The federal loan act should be 
strengthened to extend credit to 
farmers and to protect them fro 
hich rates of interest.

The crowd forced its way into 

the court house by breaking through 
Plate glass windows and doors, and 
from the lobby of the court house 
forced its way to the elevator and 
by this route to the top. story, 
where the jail ts located. Here the 
men burned and hammered their 
way into the cell in which Eber- 
hart was confined. The crowd 
chained and dragged the negro 
from the jail to the first floor of 
the building and departed by the 
back door. Placing the negro in 
an automobile the mob hurriedly 
left for the scene of the crime. 
The Lees live about five miles 
from Athens in Oconee county, on 
the Watkinsville road. Here the 
crowd, estimated at three thousand, 
stopped, and for more than an hour 
organization was carefully perfect- 
ed The negro was chained to a 
tree, and wood and kindling piled 
around him. Before the torch was 
arplied he was asked if he had any- 
thine to say and was told that he 
would not be harmed until he had 
been given a full opportunity of 
confessing to the crime. ‘The ne- 
gro denied his guilt. 
The torch was applied and as the 
flames began to leap. high in the air 
the leaders of the crowd in charge 
again for a statement as to his 
guilt, and each time his reply was 
that he was innocent. The torch 
was applied about 9:30 o’clock and 
shortly after the flames had en- 
veloned his body. The crowd then 
siowly and quietly disappeared.

Harrison Says Southern 
Farmers Should Cover Sea- 
sonable Borrowings. 


Washington, February 16.—The 
borrowings of the five largest banks 
in New York city from the Federal 
Reserve Bank on last November 15 
was only 140 per cent of a basis 
line determined by the capital, sur- 
plus and deposits, George S. Harri- 
son, deputy governor and former 
general counsel of the federal re- 
serve board, declared today before 
the house banking committee. 

Mr. Harrison was before the com-

Caruso has been more than an 
artist: his personality has had a

ery. He never resorted to that ar- 
mor that other artists use to take 
an unfair advantaze over lesser 
members of their companies—tem- 
perament. He would chat with a 
scene shifter back-stage or he 
might even lend a hand to guy a 
Enpie® mache mountain into place. 

e was that way—friendly—and 
never what Broadway calls 
stage.” : 

Caruso liked to joke at his own 
expense and he used to tell how he 
“flopped” the first time he ever 
sang on the stage.

Caruso tried a minor part 
and the impressario “protested” him, 
which meant that he was put out 
of the cast. He leaned against a 
wall and cried. he said, cried so 
loudly that strangers passing gath- 
ered round and tried to solve his 
difficulty. Caruso returned to Na- 
ples and his father, Marcellino, sent 
him to a woman teacher for more 
training. She, however, piqued Ca- 
ruso by forbidding him to sing in 
the Neapolitan dialect, so he played 
hooky from the rest of his course, 
spending the time in the railroad 
yards playing. 

Became Caricaturist, 

When his father found out about 
this plot he put Enrico to work to 
learn to be a mechanial draftsman 
in the drafting room of the cotton 
oil plant where the father was a 
mechanic. Later the father became 
superintendent of the plant. The 
family were not peasants, Caruso 
said, and always were in fairly com- 
fortable circumstances, although by 
no means rich.

The lamentable news that Caruso 
lies perilously near the point of 
death in New York, strikes close to 
the heart of Atlanta, for here “Ca- 
ruso” igs not the name of voice, but 
the symbol of a personality. Both 
personally and professionally At- 
lanta knows him well. His voice 
bruoght him here, his personality 
endeared him and made it almost 
mandatory that he return with eucn 
season of Metropolitan grand opera. 

For ten years it has been true 
that the wholesome air that abides 
with the city during her week of 
musical] festival has been intensified 
by the general knowledge that the 
most splendid of ‘tenors was in 
town, walking the streets, or stroll- 
ing the terrace at the Georgian Ter- 
race hotel, humming most of the 
time some sMatch of melody, always 
cheerful and perpetually the per- 
petrator of antics. 

His first appearance here was in 
1910, when he sang “Aida,” a role 
he was to have returned in—or bet- 
ter, let us hope, he will return in— 
this season; his last appearance was 
as the enamored country, bumpkin, 
Nemorino, in Donizetti’s “L’Elisir 
d’Amore,” the final opera of last 
years season. 

The fact that Atlanta has not 
grown so large aS to make a Meéetro- 
politan opera season just a bare in- 
cident in a world of affairs and has 
made it, rather, a distinct event of 
each year, has enabled us to know 
Caruso and other of the operatic 
lumiaries more familiarly than most 
of the nation and the world. Thelr 
duty here has not been just to sing 
and return to their abodes, their 
time has been equally as full of the 
social aspects we know—be tnat 
provincial, of what not, it has been 
as Atlanta desired it.

Mr. Roosevelt was met on his ar- 
rival here by. a representatiye dele- 
gation, including officers of the as- 
sociation, local citizens and repre- 
sentatives from every section of the 
United States. Following the ad- 
dress this afternoon: he was accord- 
ed a reception at the home of Hon. 
Pleasant A. Stovall, former minister 
to Switzerland. He left tonight for 
Baltimore.

CITY UNIVERSITIES. 
Cincinnati is internationally fa- 
mous for the excellence of its 
public school system, its education- 
al facilities being rated among the 
very best in the United States; 
and one ot the distinguishing fea- 
tures of its school system is its 
municipally-owned and conducted 
university. 

The Cincinnati university ranks 

among the best accredited univer- 
sities in the whole country; and 
by reason of its being a part of 
the city’s public school system, 
the child of the humblest citizen 
of Cincinnati may begin its school 
life in the city-owned kindergarten, 
pass through the grade and high 
schools, and finally to go out into 
the world equipped with a univer- 
sity education without leaving the 
jurisdiction of the city . school 
board. 
The whole system is under one 
general management; the course 
of study in each grade and each 
school is designed to merge into 
the next higher, the various steps 
being correlated and harmonized 
in keeping with a completed plan, 
so that the best possible results 
may be obtained without over- 
lapping or of loss of time on the 
pupil’s part. 

Cincinnati furnishes this splen- 
did service to its citizens abso- 
lutely free of tuition, and free of 
cost in any form, save for mini- 
mum charges for text-books and 
necessary equipment used by the 
students in the university. 

A few days ago the little city of 
Valparaiso, Ind., Wkewise became 
a municipally-owned university 
city by the acquisition of the Val- 
paraiso university, famed through- 
out the land as “the poor man’s 
Harvard.” 

Valparaiso did not buy this 
splendid university plant which 
has an appraised cash value of 
$1,500,000—but acquired it by the 
gift, outright, of Henry Kinzie 
Brown, son of the founder of the 
institution. 

Immediately the university was 
presented to the city, however, the 
citizens subscribed a fund of a 
round half-million of dollars to be 
used in enlarging it; and by the 
end of the year, according to a 
news dispatch, “it is hoped to 
raise another $500,000 and by 1931 


‘the trustees expect to have an en- 


dowment of $10,000,000 to make 
education in any branch ‘available 
to any competent American boy or 
girl.” 

There is no reason why the city- 
owned university idea should not 
continue to grow in popularity 
until eventually the time comes 
when any municipal school system 
will be as incomplete without its 
facilities for higher education as 
we would now consider a_ school 
system lacking any one of the in- 
termediate grades. :

| HEALTH TALKS | 


I think it was in 1888 that the 
last heroine sprained her ankle.

They still have “brain fever” as a 
result of cold shoulder and other 
errors of diet in our bést sellers. 
And you have no idea how many 
correspondents tell me they have 
too much blood or too thick blood 
or a rush of blood to the brain— 
however they get.the idea, I dunno. 

The circulation of blood inside 
the head is practically entirely pas- 
sive. That is, it depends entirely 
upon the state of the general cir- 
culation, and is not under the con- 
trol of the vaso-motor nervous sys- 
tem which regulates the distribu- 
tion of blood in the rest of the 
body. 

In many instances in which the 
individual fancies there is conges- 
tion of the brain or a rush of blood 
to the head there is in truth a 
brain anemia or insufficient blood 
supply. Thus, in cases of hardened 
arteries in which the blood pres- 
sure may or may not be very high, 
there is often a brain anemia, a 
diminution of blood supply to the 
brain, sometimes ‘qa serious slowin 
of the circulation in the brain hope 
the formation of a clot within the 
unbroken . blood vessels of the 
brain, which d¢dondition is called 
thrombosis, ’ 

Probably the chief single factor 
of slowing of circulation in the 
brain, brain anemia, perhaps caus- 
ing attacks of transient dizziness, 
impaired memory, speech difficul- 
ty, weakening of certain muscle 
Sroups or peculiar sensations of 
limbs of one side or one side of 
face or tongue, is a flabby general 
musculature. By that I mean the 
everyday result of ignorance from 
the eyebrows down, neglect of 
Physical education, neglect of ex- 
ercise. This applies particularly to 
impaired tone of the abdominal 
muscles,\which probably explains 
why more women than men suffer 
these effects of faulty brain circu- 
lation—the corset, and not the 
purely fanciful “change of life,” is 
responsible, although I do not ex- 
pect any slave of the corset to have 
sufficiently active brain  circula- 
tion to grasp this fact. 

The overfed and underworked 
young man in the first flush of 
worldly success’ finds himself 
growing a corporation a few years 
before, his brain begins to .com- 
plain. It is no joke when we re- 
iterate that overeating or neglect 
of regular daily exercise or both 
together shorten a man’s days on 
earth just as surely as he grows 
a paunch. There is less uncertain- 
ty about this than there is about 
the cause of tuberculosis. If any 
alleged health authority has the 
courage to question the effect of 
overeating and neglecting exercise, 
it may be well, before taking his 
word for it, to inquire whether he 
is a student of etiology or a prac: 
tical politician. 

Pressure of mild degree applied 
to the abdomen, as by means of a 
sand bag or an elastic supporter, 
temporarily relieves the symptoms 
produced by slowing of brain cir- 
culation. But mild general exer- 
cise—walking, best of-all—and spe- 
.cial abdominal exercises, tend to 
prevent the trouble.

GEORGIA’S DEBTS 
ARE $1,000,000 MORE 
THAN HER INCOME 


State obbligations'totaling $1,000.- 
000 more than anticipated revenue 
are now a source of worry to the 
governor and other state officials. 

State Superintendent of Education 
M. L. Brittain presented the gov- 
ernor yesterday with a requisition 
for $900,000, covering last year’s un- 
paid balance for the public schools. 
The governor already had a requi- 
sition for $445,000 covering unpaid 
pensions, due to the new class of 
pensioners eligible under a law which 
became effective last year. A requi- 
sition for $700,000 for the regular 
pensioners will be presented shortly, 
as will one for $475,000 due the new 
pensioners for 1921. 

To pay these there is approxi- 
mately $50,000 in available funds in 
bank, while about $1,000,000 in ad 
valorem taxes have not -been paid. 
This still leaves a balance of approx- 
imately 71,000,006. 

The situation is due to the in- 
creasing appropriations made by the 
legislature, exceeding the increase 
in taxes from enhanced value of 
property.

Will Precede Great Evan- 
gelical Campaign, to Begin 
on March 30.

Dr. John F. Purser, chairman of 
the survey committee for the evan- 
gelical churches of Atlanta. an- 
nounced yesterday that the task of 
making a thorough survey of the 
city is rounding into shape rapidly 
and by the end of this week the 
organization Will be perfected. This 
survey is being made incident to 
the simultaneous evangelistic cam- 
paign of all evangelical churches to 
begin March $30. 

The Protestant churches of the 
city are launching in the simulta- 
neous campaign one of the greatest 
movements among church people in 
the history of the south.

Will Provide Basis. 

The work of this survey commit- 
tee is the first step in the campaign 
and it is the belief of the leaders 
of the churches of Atlanta that this 
survey Will provide the basis for 
the most constructive religious pro- 
gram ever launched in the city. The 
workers in the survey will visit ev- 
ery home in Atlanta and get the 
vital facts concerning each person 
as they relate them. On this com- 
mittee with Dr. Purser are the fo!- 
lowing well-known church leaders 
of Atlanta: Kev. Carl Reisner, Rev. 
Kk. R. Craghead, Rev. J. E. Manor, 
Rev. Israel Noe, Rev. Marvin Wil- 
liams and James Morton. 

Dr. Purser’s committee has called 
meetings in every section of the 
city and after cgnference with the 
leading citizens it has been decided 
to use the wards as the units for 
this work. The eleven city wards 
are, therefore, the divisions for this 
work. Each’ ward will have a cap- 
tain and he will be responsible for 
the work of the churches in that 
ward. A group of active members 
of each church will be organized 
and trained to do this work on the 
last Sunday afternoon in February.

The general tenor of 
crop reports from the winter wheat 
belt as a whole appeared, however, 
to indicate that actual damage was 
yet small and it WAs contended that 
although the prevalilin abnormal 
mild weather justified anprehension, 
a really disastrous amount of iIn- 
jury. fron® the green bug pest had 
but seldom taken place. 

Many of today’s sellers based 
their action on knowledge that no 
radical harm has been done by 
grreen bugs since 1907. The loss 
in that year was roughly 62,000,000 
bushels of wheat and 40,000.000 
bushels of oats. 

Corn and oats sympathized with 
the weakness of wheat, but also dis- 
played notable power of resistance 
owing more or less to export sales 
of 500.000 bushels of corn.

Light on the final outcome 
is obtained by studying the testi- 
mony just given in the test of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and @& At- 
latic case. The president of that 
company which proposes to reduce 
wages by half of the increase 
granted since 1917, summed up his 
Pesition by asking: “Is the board 
going to disregard traffic? “Is the 
board going to fix wages regard- 
less of railroad earnings, regardless 
of other conditions than the claims 
of employees?’ 

Ww. . Carter, president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen, in rebuttal, 
argued: “It has never before been 
suggested that wages be made to 
depend on the financial condition of 
a road. If the contention of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
stands, then on the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, which is able 
to pay twice as much, we will come 
in tomorrow with the request for 
an increase in wages.” 

Statement Reacts. 


Mr. Carter is right in his state- 
ment, but his argument really 
strengthened the case of his oppo- 
nent. Lackawanna, one of the 
richest railroads in the country, 
pays exactly the same wages as its 
next-door neighbor, the Erie. which.

FROM WAGE HEAR 


Early Decision by U. S. Rail- 
way Labor Board in Chi- 
cago Is Expected. 


Following the close of the hear- 
ingof the Atlanta, Birmingham and | 
Atlantic wage. reduction case before | 
the United States Railroad Labor | 
board in Chicago, Colonel B. L. 
Bugs, president, and Morris Bran- 
don, attorney for the railroad com- 
Pany, arrived in Atlanta Wednesday 
night on the Dixie Flyer. 

Both officials of the road had 
presented a mass of evidence before 
the labor board, showing the condi- 
tion of the road from a financial 
Standpoint, and seeking to convince 
the wage tribunal that. it will be 
impossible for the carrier to con- 
tinue to pay the present wage scale 
with the present income, 

Colonel Bugg would make no pre- 
diction as to when a decision is 
likely to ve handed down, nor 
would he say what the attitude of 
the road would be should the wage 
board decide that there shall be no 
reduction of wa'ges at this time. 


Expect Quick Decision, 


It is said, however, that the wage 
board usually hands down decisions 
upon Fridays. and Saturdays of 
each week, and it is expected that 
because of the urgency of the A., 
B. & A. case the board will act as 
quickly as possible, 

As to the attitude of the em- 
ployees and the officials of the 
road, statements have been repeat- 
edly made by both sides that indi- 
cate an irreconcilable situation. The 
employees declared many times em- 
phatically that they would not ac- 
cept a wage cut at this time, while 
the officials have been equally em- 
phatic in declaring a cut affecting 
all employees would be necessary 
if the road continues to operate. 
These positions, ip connection with 
the announcement made many 
times that the United States Rail- 
road Labor board has no power to 
enforce its finding upon: the em-. 
ployees Or upon the roads, makes a 
Situation that is filled with inter- 
esting possibilities. This interest 
has assumed a natonal aspect, all 
railroads and brotherhood men, it is 
declared, are watching ‘the case 
with deep concern, 


Conference Planned. 


It is understood that officials of 
the railroad will hold a conference 
today with reference to the hear- 
ing at Chicago. It ig also stated 
that the union employees have pre- 
pared themselves for action in case 
they lose the fight before the wage 
board. No statement, however, ex- 
cept a general one, in which sup- 
port of union employees of other 
lines was offered, has been made 
as to the character of the action 
that is expected to be taken by the 
union men, 

The fact that a strike vote has 
been taken by the employees of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad previous to their attend- 
ance upon the hearing of the wage 
case before the railroad board, was 
brought out in the hearing in Chi- 
cago, but efforts to determine the 
result of the vote Wednesday night 
developed the information that, 
while the vote had been taken on 
January 29, the ballots have not yet 
been counted. It is not known, 
therefore, whether or not the union 
employees of the A., B. & A. will go 
out should an adverse decision be 
rendered, or the wage.cut put into 
effect by the railroad despite the 
findings of the wage board. 

The union officials who attended 
the hearing of the A., B case 
did not return to Atlanta Wednes- 
day, when the officials of the rail- 
road arrived, and no statement 
could be obtained as to what action 
the employees would take in case 
the wages of the men were reduced 
with the next pay roll, which is now 
being made up. ,

It is known that Dr. Jones and 
Mr. ‘Eagan are leaders in an altru- 
istic movement, known as the “At- 
lanta plan,” by which it is hoped to 
better the condition of the negro 
in the southern states, and it is 
assumed that the Atlantans, with 
others interested in the movement, 
conferred with Mr. Harding upon 
this subject. 

According to a news dispatch 
from St. Augustine, among those 
who called upon Mr. Harding were 
T. Coleman DuPont, of Delaware; 
Arthur Woods, former police com- 
missioner of New York; Cc. 
Teagle, of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, and a delegation of southern 
white men and negroes, including 
Dr. R. R. Moton, of Tuskegee insti- 
tute, who came to ask co-operation 
in the movement for inter-racial] co- 
operation. In the delegation were 
Dr. Ashby Jones, of Atlanta; Dr. W. 
W. Alexander and J. J. Eagan, of 
Atlanta; T. J. Woofter, of the 
Phelps Stokes fund, and Warren. 
Logan, of Tuskegee. 

The “Atlanta plan” by which lead- 
ing white and colored people of the 
south propose to pring about a bet- 
ter feeling between the races, and 
to ameliorate the condition of the 
negro, has become known as the 
most promising plan for dealing 
with the ‘race question that has 
been presented within the past 
fifty years. A number of prominent 
white men in Atlanta, led by Dr.
